1. MIT, IT ARY HIGH COMMAND ISSUED COMMUNIQUE 44/74 ON AUG 12 
"TO DESTROY INSIDIOUS RUMORS ....PROVOKING UNEASE AND 
DISQUIETING SPIRITS" REGARDING WAVE OF VIOLENCE AND ANARCHY 
IN NAMPULA AND MOZAMBIQUE DISTRICTS. COMMUNIQUE VERSION OF 
EVENTS INCLUDES FOLLOWING: 

A. DESTRUCTION OF COMMERCIAL ESTABLISHMENTS, STONING OF 
RESIDENCES AND CARS, CAUSING NUMEROUS WOUNDED AND ONE DEATH 
(BLACK), IN ANTONIO ENES, MOMA, AND NAMETIL. CALM RESTORED 

IN AREA BY MILITARY TROOPS. 

B. NUMEROUS GROUPS OF VANDALS DESTROYED AND LOOTED CANTEENS, 
STORES, AND RESIDENCES IN CARRAI, TOCELAS, MUATUA, BOILA, 
NAMAPONDA, MUVURUTA, MAIOELA, NAMETORIA, CHAIAUA, BARRACA, 
CALIPO, AND IULUTI. MATERIAL DAMAGES WERE HIGH. SOME WOUNDED 
BUT NO DEATHS AMONG WHITE AND ASIATIC POPULATION, MAIN TARGET 
OF ATTACKS. MILITARY FORCES BEING SENT TO AREA TO RE TORE 
ORDER. 

C. IN NAMPULA, REFUGEES FROM ATTACKED AREAS HAVE MOUNTED 
ORDERLY DEMONSTRATIONS DEMANDING THAT NECESSARY MEASURES BE 
TAKEN. 

D. ON MOZAMBIQUE ISLAND, LIFE IS NORMAL. LAST WEEK, 

HOWEVER, BLACKS INSULTED MILITARY RESTING ON ISLAND, WHO 
REACTED AND TEN PEOPLE WERE INJURED IN MELEE WHICH ENSUED. 

2. NOTICIAS REPORTS CROWD OF HUNDREDS GATHERED AUG 12 IN 
FRONT OF DISTRICT GOVERNMENT BUILDING IN NAMPULA SHOUTING "WE 
WANT PIDE," INSULTING MFA, AND DEMANDING ARMS; DEMONSTRATIONS 
FORCED CLOSING OF STORES; AND CONSIDERABLE CONCERN EXISTS 
AMONG BOTH WHITE AND BLACK POPULATIONS IN THE AREA (PARTICUL- 
ARLY BLACK) THAT RACIAL CONFLCT WILL BREAK OUT AS IN LUANDA. 

3. COMMENT: WE DISCOUNT ASSERTIONS (AND MILITARY HIGH COMMAND 

DOES AS WELL) BY DEMOCRAT-CONTROLLED PRESS THAT ANTI-FRELIMO 
WHITE PROVOCATEURS OR REACTIONARIES FROM MALAWI ARE STIRRING 
UP DISORDERS AND BELIEVE POSSIBLE CAUSES OF TROUBLES ARE: 
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UNEMPLOYMENT, LOW WAGES, REVENGE FOR YEARS OF ECONOMIC EX- 
PLOITATION. SINCE WHITES AND ASIANS TEND TO BE THE STORE- 
OWNERS, MANAGERS AND MONEYLENDERS, AND THUS THE TARGETS OF 
THE BLACK WORKING CLASS, THE DISORDERS HAVE ALSO TAKEN ON 
RACIAL OVERTONES. 

4. NOTABLE FEATURE OF RECENT DISORDERS IS THAT THEY HAVE 
TAKEN PLACE IN AREA CONSIDERED "SAFE," WITH NO FRET , IMP GUERRILLA 
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ACTIVITY IN NAMPULA AND MOZAMBIQUE DISTRICTS (ATTRIBUTABLE TO 
LACK OF SUPPORT OF MACUA POPULATION) AND THEREFORE RELATIVELY 
FREE OF PORTUGUESE TROOPS. WE BELIEVE SITUATION LIKELY 
TO CALM DOWN AS MILITARY HIGH COMMAND TAKES NECESSARY STEPS TO 
INCREASE SECURITY FORCES IN AREA (MORE MILITARY TROOPS, OPVD, 

AND PSP, ENLARGED BY VOLUNTEERS). 

5. SECURITY IN OTHER AREAS, WHERE FRELIMO PRESENCE SIGNIFICANT, 

IS APT TO BE ENSURED BY FRELIMO-GOP COOPERATION. WE HAVE BEEN 
TOLD BY PORTUGUESE MILITARY AND ' DEMOCRAT" SOURCES THAT ONE 
RESULT OF FORMAL CEASE-FIRE ACCORD WILL BE TO GIVE FRELIMO 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR SECURITY IN RURAL AREAS AND PORTUGUESE ARMY FOR
